THE transformation of a 
former care home site has 
begun as part of a project 
to turn brownfield sites 
into affordable housing. 

Work on the foundations at 
Lincoln Close, Banbury, have 
been started onl8 houses, 
with hopes they will be fin- 
ished by early 2016. 

The development, which is 
being driven by contractors 
Keepmoat and will be called 
Spring Gardens and Spring 
Walk, comes as part of Cher- 
well District Council’s Build! 
project. 

In February last year, 
Cherwell District Council 
knocked down the former 
Lincoln House Care home, 
which had been empty for 
two years prior to its demo- 
lition. 

Councillor John Donaldson 
said that Banbury residents 
could now look forward to a 
better landscape having en- 


dured two years of an “ugly” 
brownfield site. 

Cherwell District Council's 
lead member for housing 


added: “The Build! project 
is continuing to gather mo- 
mentum and just as we fin- 
ish one scheme, we are back 
on site to begin another. 
“What we are proud of 
with this initiative is just 
how many different ways the 
Build! project is helping to 
benefit the community. 


“We are taking redundant 
sites and transforming them 
into something that people 
can be proud of again.

More villages builds as homes sale grow 


price rises were more uniform, 
increasing 10 per cent in Oxford 
in 2014 to £315,000, 11 per cent in 
each of Cherwell (£245,000) and 
Vale of White Horse (£277,500), 7 
per cent in West Oxfordshire 
(£262,500), and 5 per cent in 
South Oxfordshire (£300,000). 

Estate agent Giles Lawton, a 
director of Savills in Oxford, 
said the lower end of the market 
(under £500,000) had been 
stimulated by cheap borrowing 
costs, an easing of stamp duty 
in the 2014 Autumn Statement, 
and investors now being able to 
take money out of their 
pensions and reinvest the 
proceeds in property. 


ESTATE agents saw more 
residential property sales in 
Oxfordshire’s districts last year, 
with new developments being 
built in villages and lower 
buying costs reported, said 
industry experts. 

Dwellings sold in the Cherwell 
council area, including 
Banbury, jumped by 16 per cent 
to 2,751 last year compared with 
2013. It was quadruple the four 
per cent rise in Oxford over the 
same period, according to Office 
for National Statistics figures. 

The number of homes sold in 
Vale of White Horse went up by 
11 per cent, in West Oxfordshire 
by 10 per cent and in South 


Oxfordshire by nine per cent. 
Estate agent Mark Charter, a 
partner at the Carter Jonas 
head office in Oxford, said the 
increase in transactions was 
partly due to an improving 
economy, and that the higher 
rate in the districts compared to 
Oxford “reflects the number of 
dwellings that are being built.” 
He said there was “quite a lot 
of new building” in areas such 
as Bicester, Banbury and 
Didcot. Oxford, however, still 
lacks significant new housing 
supply, and residential property 
in the city is generally more 
expensive than in district areas.

THE GREAT Hall of 
Broughton Castle was packed 
for a unique event celebrating 
800 years since the sealing of 
Magna Carta.

Travel with confidence 
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Heroes and villains in story 
of Beach 


LOVE & MERCY (12A, 121 mins) A 
drama/romance/musical, starring 
John Cusack, Paul Dano, Elizabeth 
Banks, Paul Giamatti.

FORMED in 1961, The Beach 
Boys perfectly captured the 
vitality and exuberance of 
California’s youth culture, 
surfing to the top of the 
charts with harmonised 
feel-good hits including I Get 
Around and Help Me, Rhonda. 

The sunny, wholesome 
dispositions of brothers 
Brian, Dennis and Carl 
Wilson, cousin Mike Love 
and friend Al Jardine 
concealed dark discord. 

The Wilson boys cowered in 
the shadow of abusive father 
Murry, who managed the 
band, while main songwriter 
Brian was experiencing early 
manifestations of a mental 
illness which combined 
symptoms of schizophrenia 
and bipolar disorder. 

Bill Pohlad’s sensitive 
biopic explores this turbulent 
period, juxtaposing Brian’s 
first battles with his illness 
and the love affair, 20 years 
later, which provided the 
creative spark for his award- 
winning solo album, Smile. 

Scriptwriters Oren 
Moverman and Michael 
A Lerner overcome the 
daunting prospect of dual 
timeframes with finesse, 
while director Pohlad elicits 
strong performances from 
Paul Dano and John Cusack 
as the two incarnations of a 
song-writing genius. 

In the 1980s, Brian (Cusack) 
meets car dealer Melinda 
Ledbetter (Elizabeth Banks). 
A nervous first date exposes 
Wilson’s mental fragility and 


Melinda learns he is under 
the care of Dr Eugene Landy 
(Paul Giamatti). 

Brian’s quirks do not 
deter her and when Dr 
Landy attempts to halt the 
relationship, she recruits 
Brian’s housekeeper to 
expose the medic’s tricks. 

Flashbacks usher in the 
groovy 1960s, when Brian 
(Dano) reacts to the release 
of The Beatles’ Revolver 
album with steely resolve. 
“I’m going to write the 
greatest album ever made,” 
he promises Dennis, Carl, 
Mike and Al. While they 
tours Japan without Brian, 
he takes up residence ina 
studio to craft the daring LP, 
Pet Sounds. 

Brian plays an early 
version of God Only Knows to 
his father (Bill Camp) and 
the old man curls his lip. 
Brian questions his artistic 
genius and the sniping voices 
in his head grow louder. 

For a film which confronts 
the vagaries of the human 
mind and forms of abuse, 
Love & Mercy is too neat in its 
depictions of characters and 
relationships. 

Cusack is in rare form, 
nicely echoing vocal 
patterns and mannerisms 
in Dano’s portrayal, and 
Banks is luminous in the 
line of fire. Giamatti and 
Camp err perilously close to 
pantomime villains.
